THE TARIFF WRANGLE. 
ENDED AT LAST. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasuinoton, D. C., March 25.—The very ex- 
traordinary spectacle presented by the House 


of Representatives for two days and one night 
terminated this afternoon in the triumph of the 
Ways and Means Committee. It remains to be 
teen whether that triumph is to be interpreted 
as an indication of the purpose of the Committee 
not to enter upon any revenue measures at this 


session. The reyenue-reformers, who on the 
final vote disclosed a strenth of eighty-nine, 
insist that the vote of reference to the Ways and 
Means Committee means that the 142 who 
voted for the reference are opposed to 
any changes in the tariff. The high-tarif men, 
however, would be glad to think that that the- 
ory was true, and that they could be assured by 


‘a majority of fifty-three votes that it is certain 


that the Ways and Means Committee will be the 
graveyard which Mr. Townshend to-day said 
that it was, and that it will report no tariff 
measures. The protectionists do not hold that 
view, but are of opinion that, inde- 
pendent of the mere question of tariff-

That certainly is true as to the question of the 
reduction of the tariff upon paper. Many of 
those who voted for the reference of 


the Townshend bill to the Ways and 


Means Committee are known to favor either the 
reduction of the paper tariff or the placing of 
wood-pulp upon the free list. The contest 
which resulted in the final adjustmeut of the 
question by the reference to the Ways and 
Means Committee was of a technical parlia- 
mentary character, and is fully outlined in the 
general report of the proceedings. The friends 
of revenue reform this morning concluded that 
their demonstration for two days and a night in 
favor of the revision of the tariff was sufficient 
to indicate both the sincerity and the earnest- 
ness of their purpose, and to develop their

to any longer waste the time of the House. The 
Ways and Means Committee, they think. in view 
of the circumstances will be more arrogant than 
ever, and will prove that that Committee is in 
fact the graveyard which they have charged 
that it is.

as public domain has been baffied by a decision 
rendered yesterday by Gen. Williamson, Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office, which 
orders the cancellation of the land entries based 
upon the survey of 1878. In February, 1876, ap- 
plications supported’ by affidavits were made to 
the then Commissioner of the Land Office for the 
survey of the bed of Calumet Lake. The an- 
davits related to the character of the lake and 
its bed, embodying the following allegations: 
That a great portion of the area shown 
by public surveys as a part or parts 
of the lake is in a condition suitable for cultiva- 
tion; that the lake is not navigable and has no 
navigable connection between it and other 
waters navigable or otherwise; that itis not of 
afixed character, but is undergoing reduction 
by drainage and evaporation, and is rapidly fill- 
ing up with vegetation, and is not fed by springs 
or other source of perennial supply; that the 
pond is shallow, and that its whole area can be 
surveyed and the corners to all the sections and 
quarter-sections fixed and estabMfhed by any 
competent skillful surveyor. 
UPON THIS SHOWING 

a survey was authorized by the General Land 
Office, and it was subsequently executed by 
Alexander Wolcott. The returns of the survey 
appeared in great measure to confirm the state- 
ments embraced in the affidavits which accom- 
panied the applications for a survey, where- 
upon the latter was approved and the usual 
steps wwe taken by the Land Office for the dis- 
posal of the newly-surveyed area as a portion 
of the public lands. These proceedings were 
opposed by parties owning lands in close prox- 
imity to the lake. Among the papers filed by the 
opponents were a report of a hydrographic 
reconnoissance of Lake Calumet, made 
at their instance by Capt. G. J. 
Lydecker, of the United States En- 
gineers, bearing date of Dec. 11. 1878. and ten 
affidavits of citizens dated in January, 1879, fur- 
nishing evidence in direct conflict with the 
statements contained in the papers submitted 
by the applicants. The proceedings were sub- 
sequently reopened, and a new survey was 
ordered, which was conducted by Mr. J. B. 
Bausman, who makes the report upon which the 
Commissioner of the Land Office has made his 
decision that Lake Calumet is a permanently 
navigable body of water. Mr. Bausman has 
been highly complimented for the skill and ac- 
curacy of his work, which has 

DEFEATED THE ATTEMPT 
of speculators to steal the bed of the navigable 
waters of Lake Calumet. The following is a 
complete synopsis of the report: 

The Special Examiner, J. B. Bausman, was in- 
struc to make a careful, accurate, and com- 
piete hydrographic survey of Lake Calumet, 
with a view of ascertaining facts as to the char- 
acter of the lake, its navigability and relation to 
the Calumet River and Lake Michigan. In order 
to determine the positions occupied by meander 
lines surrounding the lake, which were estab- 
lished at the time of making the public land sur- 
veys, it was necessary to restore the lines of said 
surveys as well, and also the old Indian bound- 
ary line, which crossed the lake di: ally and 
terminates on the shore of Lake M — The 
latter line was run in 1816. The lake is almost 
surrounded by swamps, and is practically inac- 
cessible, except at a part of its western shore. 
A careful examination of the lake and its sur- 
roundings failed to reveal any evidences of the 
survey of 1878, upon which the entries of lands 
within the meander lines of the lake were predi- 
cated. It was found, upon the compietion of 
the land survey, that a majority of the meander 
posts and lines extending therefrom fell within 
the lake, and that nearly all of the remainder 
traversed surfaces so swampy as to 

FORBID THEIR RETRACEMENT 

except over a frozen surface or by means of 
costly preparations therefor. By means of in- 
tersecting sight lines marked by flags, re- 

ated soundings were taken at ints in the 
ake corresponding to the corners of the tracts 
of forty acres which are smaller regular subdi- 
visions of public land surveys. The character 
of every portion of the surface sought for entry 
was thus found and fully shown in the report 
and accompanying inap. It was found that with 
the exception of a smal! tractof land lying upon 
the southwestern shore of the lake, the area 
which the United States was asked to 
dispose of was not such as comes within 
the meaning of existing laws as surveyable 
public land. It was also found that the outline 
of Lake Calumet had u ne but slight 
changes, except a ntly at its southern ex- 
tremity, since the date of the original surveys. 
The examination involved a hydrographic sur- 
vey of the lake and a reconnoissance of Calumet 
River in order to establish upon the records of 
the Land Office the fact of its navigability. By 
means of soundings and water-gauge records 
kept during the progress of the survey, the ob- 
servations of old and new water-marks at 
various stages of water, and a study of the 
habits of e Michigan, with which 

LAKE CALUMET

River, satisfactory determinations were reached. 
The examiner acknowledges courtesies shown 
him by the Chicago Engineer and by Mr. 8. S. 
Greeley, City Surveyor, who kindly pen: 
chain of data at his disposal that greatly faci§j- 
tated the work of ascertaining, beyond question, 
the mean elevation of both lakes. The report 
shows that depths of water are ever varying 
with chauges which occur in the Little Calumet. 
These changes are traceable to two causes,— 
freshets of the river, and fluctuations pro- 
duced by wind pressure on Lake Michi- 
gan,—both phenomena occurring during the 

rogress of the survey, the effects of 
which were carefully noted. The mean 
depth of the body of the lake, independent of 
slopes leading to the rim of its basin, was found 
to be five and one-half feet. The mean depth 
in the channel connecting Lake Calumet with 
the river is seven and one-tenth feet; and the 
mean depth of the Little Calumet River, thence 
to the harbor, a distance of some seven miles, 
was found to be a trifle in excess of twelve 
feet. The port records show the average num- 
ber of clearances of vessels bound up the Calu- 
met River during the past five years to be 109 
per annum. . 

THE DIFFERENCE 
between low.water and a higher level at which 
the water sometimes remained during periods 
long enough to affect vegetation upon its 
shores, was found to be 2.2 feet, These 
changes of elevation correspond with the 
changes which have occurred in later years in 
the surface of Lake Michigan, but the records 
of the water-gauge of the City of Chicago for 
the past twenty-five years show that the fluctua- 
tions were more than twice as great, or 5.69 feet. 
Such differences are rare, however, and the 
above figures of 2.2 feet were used as a guide in 
determining the mean elevation of the sur- 
face of the lake under favorable con- 
ditions of weather. Observations were 
taken during the latter part. of July to 
determine. the relative elevations of Lake 
Michigan at Calumet Harbor, and of Lake Cal- 
umet. This was found at the time to be 0.51 of 
a foot, or about 6% inches. The area of water 
surface of Lake Calumet, at mean 8 » is 
2.680 acres, no portion of which is dry land, and 
the area of the shoal is insignificant in extent. 
The extreme length of the lake at this stage is 
three miles and twenty-four chains, and its 
width one mile and forty-three chains. As the 
lake is surrounded with lines of railroad,

make it valuable as an ice field, At one point 
on its shore some 20,000 tons were stored at the 
time of the survey for future use. There is 
good reason for belief that the river, harbor, 
and little lake, in connection with the opening 
of a projected channel thence to the South 
Branch of the Chicago River, will at some future 
day play an important part in the commercial 
affairs and manufacturing operations of Chi- 


cago. 
The question of surface drainage and its ef- 
fects upon the lake is briefly discussed as un- 
worthy of serious consideration in connection 
with the subject under consideration. The sur- 
vey was made during the heat ot midsummer; 
necessarily much time was spent in swamps 
where wild rice grew six and eight feet high.

ATTEMPTED ASSASINATION.

TORONTO, March 2.—At#4 o'clock this after- 
noon a man named George Bennett, who was 
formerly employed as assistant engineer on the 
Globe newspaper, but who, for drunkenness and 
immoral conduct, had recently been discharged, 
was seen to enter that office on King street, east, 
and proceed up the stairs, at the head of which 
the Hon. George Brown, proprietor, has his 
private office. Shortly afterwards angry voices, 
and, a minute later, the sound of a pistol and a 
ery of murder in Mr. Brown's well-known voice, 
were heard. It appears that Bennett upon 
entering the private office of Mr. Brown was 
very, insolent, and demanded a recommenda- 
tion, which Mr. Brown refused to grant, for the 
reasons given above. At the same time he went 
to the door for the purpose of calling some one 
to his aid, and had barely crossed its threshold 
when Bennett turned upon him and deliberately 
fired. Mr. Brown caught the action, and, turn- 
ing round with good presence of mind, struck 
down his arm, so that the shot that was evident- 
ly aimed at his breast was so deflected that it 
passed through bis thigh. Mr. Brown, who is a 
powerful man, then grappled with the ruffian, 
took his pistol from him, and held him till the 
arr:val of help. 

Immediately on hearing the shot there was a 
rush of employés, both from the front office and 
the job-printing room, to the seene of the shoot- 
ing, where Mr. Brown was found struggling with 
Bennett. The man was at once secured and a 
policeman sent for. 

Police Constable Gregory, who was on his beat, 


on King street, responded at once to the sum- 


mons. As soon as Mr. Brown saw the policeman 
he said, “That is the man,“ pointing to Bennett. 
The policeman then hurried to Bennett and said,

CANADIANS have to pay rather dearly for 
the honor conferred on them by the presence of 
a Princess of the Blood in their midst. The ex- 
penses of the Governor-General’s office have 
increased from $72,211 in 1871-72 to $152,062 in 
187879. Besides, the repairs and renovations of 
Rideau Hall, the Governor-General's residence, 
have cost a considerable amount. The Cana- 
dians are glad enough to bask in the Royal sun- 
shine; but it is quite another thing to pay so 
dearly for it, and report has it that their loyalty 
is just now undergoing a rather severe strain. 
There are many incipient Dilkes in the Domin- 
ion who will soon protest against the extrava- 
gance of Royalty. 

Toronto had a sensation yesterday. A 
discharged engineer of the Globe newspaper 
building in that city entered the private office of 
the Hon. George Brown, proprietor of the paper, 
and, on being refused a recommendation, grew 
insolent and was ordered out. Instead of com- 
plying, the intruder drew a revolver and at- 
tempted to shoot Mr. Brown in the breast. The 
latter saw the ' purpose, and struck 
down his arm so that the bullet entered the 
fleshy pars of the leg. The would-be murderer 
was then @eized and taken ‘to jail, and Mr. 
Brown's wound was attended toby the surgeons, 
who pronounced it not at all serious. Mr. Brown 
is a prominent politician of the Dominion, and 
his happy escape is regarded with satisfaction 
by the citizens of all parties. 


Mr. De Cosmos, a member of the Dominion 
Parliament from British Columbia, intends in- 
troducing a bill relative to Chinese immigration 
to his section, which, if passed, would serve as 
an effectual check on the coming of the Celes- 
tials. Under the provisions of De Cosmos’ bill, 
which is modeied on the anti-Chinese law af 
Queensland. no vessel would be allowed to bring 
into port more than one Chinaman to every ten 
tons of the ship's cargo, and the master of the 
vessel would be obliged to pay $50 for every one 
landed. Any attemptto evade the law would 
subject the master toa fine of $100, besides the 
confiscation of his vessel to the Government. 
While this bill is said to meet witb considerable 
favor, itis not probable that it will become 4 
law this session. 


Tue Aldermanic fight among the Repub- 
licans of the First Ward can best be settled by 
defeating both Warren and Byrne at the prima- 
ries to-day. Neither of these aspirants can 
possibly be elected Alderman in the wealthiest 
ward in the city. The First Ward is, as its name 
denotes, the first ward in the city, and it should 
be represented in the Common Council by a man 
of character and ability.

TAXATION OVER THE RATE OF 50 FER 
CENT 


The controversy in the House of Repre- 
senjatives over the reference of a bill amend- 
ing the tariff to the Committee on the Revis- 
ion of the Statutes, instead of to the Com- 
. mittee on Ways and Means, was brought to a 
close yesterday by discharging the Commit- 
tee on Revision from the further constdera- 
tion of the bill and referring it to Speaker 
N s Democratic Committee on Strangu- 

on. 

Among the many bills pending in the 
House, and providing for general and specific 
amendments to the tariff, is one originating 
with Mr. Morrison, of this State, which pro- 
vides for the reduction of all duties on cer- 
tain classes of goods to 50 per cent. The 
classes pf goods embraced in the provisions 
of this bill are cotton goods; earths and 
earthenware, glassware, and plate-glass, 
porcelains, ete.; hemp, jute, and flax goods, 
—linens, floo 8, cordage, and sail-duck ; 
metals and goods of all kinds, includ- 


ing manufactures of steel; sugars, molasses, ) 
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under the general 

Of course the duties oh these classes of 
goods do not exceed 50 per cent, except in 
the cases of a small number of articles, but 
the bill applies to many items where the tax 
ranges from 60 to 150 percent. The object 
and purpose of the bill is, without interfer- 
ing generally with the tarif, to make 30 per 
cent the maximam rate of duty on all these 
classes of articles. The tariff contains many 
provisions imposing a specific duty per yard, 
or per pound, or per dozen, and, in addition, 
an ad valorem duty, Thus, certain 
kinds of cotton cloth pay a duty of 
64 cents per square yard and 10 
per cent ad valorem,—both duties amount- 
ing to 68 per cent; thread on spools is taxed 
6 cents per dozen and 30 per cent, equaling 
Tl per cent; certain wools are taxed 32 cents 
per pound and 30 per cent, equaling 99 per 
cent; blankets at 40 cents per pound and 35 
per cent, equaling 96 per cent; and thus, 
throughout the tariff, these double taxes are 
imposed for the special benefit of a few per- 
sons making these kinds of goods. The effect 
of this bill will simply be to make 50 per cent 
the maximum duty on all these classes of 
goods. That bill has been twice rejected by 
the Committee on Ways and Means, and the 
Committee refused to report the bill back, 
even adversely, thus depriving the House of 
any opportunity to vote for or against it. 

The general duty of 50 per cent does not 
convey the whole extent of the tax. An im- 
ported article paying a duty of 50 per cent 
has also to pay the cost of the foreign trans- 
portation, the ocean freights, the cost of ex- 
change, the commission, the Custom-House, 
warehouse, and brokers’ fees, and the im- 
porter’s profits. Thus, where an importa- 
tion of goods costs in the foreign mar- 
ket $1,000, the duty, at 50 per cent, is 
$500; the freight and other charges 10 
per cent, or $100; and the tmporter’s commis- 
sion 20 per cent, or $200,—making the cost of 
the goods on the market $1,800,—an advance 
of 80 per cent on the price paid to the foreign 
manufacturer. Is not 80 per cent a sufficient 
margin of protection to the American manu- 
facturer against the competition of the for- 
eigner? When it is remembered that many 
of these duties are as high as 120 per cent, 
and others range between that rate and 00 
per cent, the reader can understand how 
enormous is the tax against the repeal or re- 
duction of which the Democratic House and 
the Democratic Committee of Ways and 
Means have usurped the power of National 
legislation. 


CORRUPT RAILROAD CONTRACTS. 

It is said that Mr. French, Government Au- 
ditor of Pacific Railroad Accounts, is en- 
gaged in looking up authority of law for 
condemning the contract between the Pacific 
Railroads and the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, whereby the former agree to pay 
the latter a subsidy of $110,000 a month for 
the privilege of dictating the steamship rates, 
It is also said that, while the railroads and the 
Steamship Company have bee acting under 
this agreement since March 1, the contract 
has not been actually ratified, and will not be 
executed until its validity shall be passed 
upon by the United States authorities. In 
ease the legal officers of the Government 
shall hold the contract to be unlawful, the 
railroads will, it is alleged, go before Congress 
and ask a formal approval of the corrupt ar- 
rangement. This would be a startling piece 
of impertinence, but one that the rail 
road monopolists would be entirely capable 
of committing. When Jay Gould consolidated 
the Kansas Pacific and Denver Pacific Com- 
panies with his Union Pacific corporation, he 
endeavored to exclude the Government Di- 
rectors from the counsels of the new organ- 
ization on the ground that the Government 
had no claim to representation in the affairs 
of one of the Companies that had been taken 
into the consolidation. So preposterous an 
attempt to nullify Government rights indi- 
cates that Messrs. Gould and Huntington will 
not hesitate to ask Congressional indorse- 
ment of a deliberate arrangement to deprive 
the people of natural competition on the high 
seas and to swindle them by extortionate 
charges. 

The Attorney-General of the United States 
is said to base his objection to the validity of 


the Pacific Mail contract upon the following 


provision of law passed in 1874: 
No new stock shall be issued, or m 
or pledges made, on the property or future 
earnings of the Company [Union Pacific] with- 
out leave of Congress, except for the pu of 
funding and securing debt) now existing or the 
renewais thereof. Any Director or officer who 
shail pay or declare, or aid in paying or deolar - 
ing, any dividend or creating any mort e or 
posse prohibited by this apt shall be punished 
y imprisonment not ex ing two years, and 
by a fine not exceeding 85.000. 


It is pretended by the Union Pacific man- 
agers that this law does not apply to the ar- 
rangement with the Pacific Mail Company, 
because the earnings of the railroads will be 


increased by the proposed monopoly, instead 


of being pledged or involved in any way. 
Perhaps the reply is a good one. But it 
seems to be entirely unnécessary for the At- 
torney-General to appeal to this or any other 
statute for the purpose of invalidating the 
contract. The Attorney-General should 
take the broad grbund that the 
compact is in violation of public 
morals and in the nature of a 
conspiracy against the public welfare. This 
is sufficient reason—in fact, a better reason 
than the technical violation of some statute— 
for disapproving the contract, and there is 
little question but the courts will take the 
same view of the matterif they shall ever 
have the opportunity to pass upon it. A 
public corporation certainly has no moral 
or legal right to enter into any arrangement 
with the avowed purpose of exacting unfair 
and unreasonable charges from the people by 
whose sufferance it exists: This is still truer 
in the case of a corporation whose property 
was constructed from public moneys and 
lands donated for the benefit of the people. 

The short and direct way to secure the 
abrogation of the corrupt agreement between 
the railroads and the Steamship Company is 
for Congress to exercise the right reserved in 
the Union Pacific charter and in consideration 
of the grants to the other Pacific Railroads 
to regulate the rates charged by these corpo- 
rations. If the public interest were protected 
in this matter there would be no temptation 
for the railroads to give a gratuity of 81,80, 
000 a year to the Steamship Company. A 
maximum rate should be fixed upon the basis 
of the value of the railroad property and the 
cost of operating it; then the companies 
would have no margin to give away to com- 
peting steamship companies; the steamship 
companies would then seek to earn dividends 
upon their own investment, and the public 
would enjoy the benefit of the natural com- 
petition there would be for the business, If 
Messrs. Gould and Huntington actually think 
of applying to Congress’ for ratification of 
their corrupt contract, they should be met at 
the threshold with a Congressional regula- 
tion of the Pacific Railroad charges: in such 
case the country would be spared the dis- 
grace of having the National Congress pe- 
titioned to become a party to a conspiracy 
against the rights of the people.

Tir Supreme Court of Dlinois has made a 
summary disposition of the case of the City 
of Chicago against David A. Gage, and the 
sureties on his official bond, as Treasurer of 
the City of Chicago. Gage was Treasurer 
during two terms of two years each. When 
his second term expired he was unable to 
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pay over the public (unds in nis hand, 
a c to about $587,000. Subsequently 
was somewhat reduced, and 
sult was brought by the city to recover 
the indebtedness. The defense was mainly 
made by the persons who had signed his offi- 
cial bond; the case was tried in the Circuit 
Court, and a verdict was given for the city; 
on an appeal, the Appellate Court reversed 
this finding, and now the Supreme Court, re- 
versing the decision of the Appellate Court, 
remands the case to the Circuit Court, with di- 
rections to enter judgment for the city on the 
original verdict. This terminates legal pro- 
ceedings in the matter. The deficiency or 
defalcation was made public in December, 
1878, and the business has, in one form or an- 
other, been in the courts from that time to 
the present. The next proceeding on the 
part of the city will be to collect the money. 
How far this is practicable or probable time 
will devélop.

ENGLISH SENTIMENT ON THE MONROE 


The comments of the English press gen- 
erally upon the President’s message and the 


Congressional resolutions applying the Mon- | 


roe doctrine to the construction of the Inter- 
oceanic Canal indicate a disposition to acqui- 
esce in the attitude which the American 
Government has assumed for the time being. 
Perhaps this mild and complacent reception 
of the rather premature and brusque asser- 
tion of the American claim toa predomina- 
ting influence in any canal project is due toa 
certain English satisfaction at seeing the 
French entrepreneurs snubbed. The En- 
glish experience in the Suez Canal, which M. 
de Lesseps constructed, will sufficiently 
account for this feeling. The London Tele- 
graph says that, while the English Govern- 
ment usually permits foreign investments 
of English capital to take care of themselves, 
“French Ministers follow French money lent 
abroad with a constant vigilance and 
an almost nervous solicitude.” The same 
journal forecasts an actual interference and 
possibly military occupation of the Isthmus 
in case of any danger or apprehension of 
injury to French capital invested in the 
canal, and says it is obvious that no 
European investors “would trust their 
money to the tender mercies of Nicaragua or 
Honduras, but would rely on the strong arm 
of-their own Government in case of need.“ 
This theory is a virtual indorsement of Pres- 
ident Hayes’ position so fat as the construc- 
tion of the Isthmus canal by French capital 
s concerned. The most which the Pall 
Mall Gazette says is that the conflict of 
opinion in regard to the matter may lead to 
important political consequences for which 
the British Government ought to be pre- 
pared.” The London Globe and other 
journals merely chronicle the state of 
American feeling, as indicated by the 
President's message and the resolu- 
tions introduced into Congress, and 
present the American arguments in 
their strongest light. These expressions 
from the English press generally would in- 
dicate that there is no disposition in Great 
Britain to dispute the broadest interpretation 
of the Monroe doctrine. Nevertheless, if the 


American Government should undertake by 


subsidy or otherwise to establish American 
predominance in the construction of an inter- 
oceanic canal, instead of merely protesting 
against the French project, the English 
would not be slow to invoke the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty as an obstacle, and there might 
be some such spirit of resistance as the 
Standard, the Tory organ, recently expressed. 
The comments of the English: press in- 
dicate, however, thatany effort on the part 
of the United States Government to ter- 
minate this treaty will de received in a 
friendly way, and that, in the event of its ter- 
mination, there Will be no formidable opposi- 
tion on the part of the English Government 
or the English people to the broad interpre- 
tation which President Hayes has put upon 
the Monroe doctrine, 


THE IRISH LAND AGITATION. 

Many must have noticed the resemblance 
between the progress of the Irish land agita- 
tion and the agitation which in this country 
ended in the downfall of siavery. The 
Abolitionists were at first not really what 
their later acquired name might indicate, 
They wanted only to restrict slavery, to con- 
fine it within the districts and States where 
it existed; and it was not until the second 
year of the War,—1862,—when the slaves 
captured in battle by the National troops 
were returned to their owners as chattels, 
that the manhood and the public sentiment 
of the North revolted against human 
slavery. Then the great anti-slavery agita- 
tors found the time had come to declare in 
favor of the liberty and enfranchisement of 
the negroes. 

The history of the Irish land agitation com- 
mences with the formation of the Independ- 
ent Opposition party in 1852 under Charles 
Gavan Duffy and Frederick Lucas, the broth- 
er-in-law of John Bright, who, though mem- 
ber for an Irish county, was an Englishman 
by birth. Duffy and Lucas only demanded 
com pensation for unexhausted improvements 
in case of eviction, and it was not until the elec- 
tion of 1868 that the program of the Irish tenant 
farmers became “fixity of tenure at rents to 
be determined by arbitration.” This plat 
form was the creation of Archbishop McHale, 
and it was not until the advent of Mr. Par- 
nell into the Irish political arena that 
the question of rooting the tenants in the 
soil as proprietors became the farmers’ doc- 
trine. For the first time since the confisca- 
tion the Irish leaders have taken a stand on 
a logical and comprehensive platform, and 
declared that the soil of Ireland belongs 
rightfully to the people. They admit that 
possession has in some degree given the 
landlords a sort of vested interest, and they 
offer to pay them a fair compensation now. 
They demand that the Government, which 
has been instrumental in robbing them of 
their lands, shall aid in enabling them to be- 
come its owners. The idea is attempted to 
be scouted by the present landlord Govern- 
ment of England, and a great howl is raised 
by them about the invasion of the rights of 
property, confiscation, unconstitutional and 
illegal action, just as the Southern slavehold- 
ers and their Government howled against 
the Abolitionists. But it is evident that, 
notwithstanding the prolonged and general 
abuse to which Mr. Parnell and his party 
have been subjected, there must be very 
sweeping changes in the system of Irish land 
tenure. The Irish people, with the exception 
of the landlords and their hangers-on, Dub- 
lin Castle and its toadies, are united in favor 
of a change. For the first time in the his- 
tory of Irish elections every Ulster constitu- 
ency is being contested by a Land Reformer, 
and with excellent chances of success in 
most places. The daily press, the weekly pe- 
riodicals, and the monthly and quarterly 
magazines ere filled with discussions on 
the subject; the leading thinkers of En- 
gland have given the matter serious attention; 
political economists like John Bright, Leon- 
ard Courtenay, Prof. Kinnear, and Prof. 
Thorold Rogers have pronounced in favor 
of radical changes; even conservative men 
like Matthew Arnold and Dr. Malcolm Me- 
Coll have spoken boldly on the matter. The 
American newspapers of the East which, 
following the example of the New York 
Herald, had pronounced in favor of the 
landlords and against Mr. Parnell, are swing- 
ing around the circle and commencing to ad- 
voeate the cause of the tenant. Mr. James 
Redpath’s letters in the New York Tribune, 
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deed, we will not be at all sur- 
prised if .the Herald flops one of these 
days, and swears that it has been all along 
on the side of the tenantry. The determina- 
tion, the spirit, the independence of the Irish 
land agitators, which have advanced the 
movement thus far, are not likely to be barren 
of results, no matter which party succeeds 
to power during the coming elections. 

Should ‘the Tories succeed, they will be 
obliged te make changes to satisfy their 
Episcopalian supporters in Ulster. The 
landlords, too, are not so blind to the signs 
of the times as not to yield much, fearing 
lest they might lose all, for there is little 
doubt that, should they fail to meet the 
present demands in some shape now, the 
time will come when the tenantry will 
offer them Jess. The English and Scotch 
farmers, generally slow of movement and 
rather befuddled in their political notions, 
are showing signs of action and some degree 
of comprehension. Ifthe Liberals succeed 
they will advance very far to meet Mr. 
Parnell, for many reasons, “Without the 
aid of Mr. Parnell they cannot possibly re- 
tain power for a very long time, and even if 
that were not the case the love of justice so 
characteristic of Mr. Bright and Mr. Glad- 
stone and the English Radicals would im- 
pel them to deal with the question in no 
dainty spirit. The men who had the temer- 
ity to disestablish the Irish Church will not 
quail at the idea of disestablishing its twin 
evil, —Irish landlordism. 


GARFIELD’S SUDDEN CONVERSION. 

Gen. Garfield is now an ultra Protectionist, 
but he was not always so. Upto the time of 
the late Senatorial élection in Ohio he was 
known as a revenue reformer. His own 
speeches in Congress define his position on 
this subject very clearly. On the ist of April, 
1870, he delivered a set speech on the tariff 


question in which these sentiments were ex-, 


pressed: 
A large majority of the t thinkers of the 
proses day are leading in direction of what 
called free trade, 


The tendency of modern thought is toward 
what is calied free trade. 

In so far as the doctrine of free trade is a pro- 
test against the old system of oppression and 
prohibition it is a healthy and worthy sentiment. 

I reject the narrow view which considers “ in- 
dustry any one particular form of labor. I ob- 
ject to any theory that treats the industries of 
the country as they were treated in the last cen- 
sus, when we had one schedule for agricult- 
ure“ and another for industry.“ 

We ought to do for the tariff laws what we 
did in 1 1867, and 1868 for the internal revenue 
laws, when we removed taxes from the separate 
processes and imposed them mainly on com- 
pleted products, 

Duties should be so high that our manufact- 
ures can fairly compete with the foreign prod- 
uct, but not so high as to enable them to drive 
out the foreign article. enjoy a monopoly of the 
trade, and regulate the price as they please. 
This is my doctrine of protection. 


March 10, 1871, Mr. Garfield urged the re- 
peal of the absurd duty on coal. May 8, 1872, 
he demanded the abolition of the injurious 
tax on salt. May 16, 1872, he remarked ona 
proposition to materially reduce the duty on 
books and printed paper: 


I do implore this Committee [of the Whole] to 
strain to come us near to free books as is com- 
patible with the rights of all concerned. And 
when I say all, I mean the writer of books, the 
printer of books, and the readers of books. I re- 
gret that any necessity exists for putting 
shackles on what ought to be in the larger view 
of the subjeet as free as the air we breathe. I 
would have popular books, the Bible and the 
general educational literature of the country, 
as nearly free as possible. 


In 1878 Mr, Garfield made two more full 
speeches on the tariff question, repeating his 
former opinions, He desired then, as be- 
fore, to be known as a moderate Protection- 
ist, or revenue reformer, opposed to every 
form of tariff prohibition; and was so 
recognized up to the time of the Senatorial 
election in Ohio last winter. 5 

The exact date of Garfield’s conversion to 
prohibitory taxes was Dec, 13, 1879. On that 
day he wrote a letter to Senator Beer, of 
Ashland, one of his supporters in the Ohio 
Legislature, representing himself as deeply 
pained at the reports that had gone abroad 
about his soundness on the prohibitory 
tariff issue. He admitted that he was a mem- 
ber of the Cobden Club, and that this Club 
believed in free trade; but averred that he 
had joined it innocently and ignorantly, and 
was sorry for it! This matter, he added, had 
been repeatedly explained to the iron- 
mongers in the southern end of his district, 
and they had agreed to overlook it and sup- 
port him. He begged Senator Beer to cor- 
rect the erroneous impression.“ Senator 
Beer apparently did so, and Garfield was 
chosen Senator practically without opposi- 
tion by the Republican caucus, 

Sinee this election Mr. Garfield has been 
numbered among the extreme Prohibition- 
ists in Congress, and has voted to stifle dis- 
cussion and postpone action On every propo- 
sition to ameliorate the oppressive features 
of the tari:f that has come before the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, 

Garfield, who once made an able speech in 
favor of . and against tariff-prohibi- 
tions. now combines with the salt and pulp 
monopolists, and other tariff-prohibitionists, 
to smother all measures fora reform of the 
revenue system. He whoonce pleaded so 
eloquently for free books is now the chief 
enemy of free paper,-—-the raw material of 
book-making. He does this, moreover, ata 
time when our bonds, bearing only 4 per cent 
interest, command a premium and we have a 
large surplus revenue; whereas he was 
most positive as a reformer in 1866, when the 
country was staggering under the burden of 
an enormous debt, and 6-per-cent bonds could 
not be sold at par. If Mr. Garfield can make 
his record appear consistent and reasonable 
to himself and to the country, he will be a 
fortunate man. At any rate, he has his 
Senatorship. We only hope he will be satis- 
fied always that he has not paid for it too 
high a price. 


Mr. H. R. Etutor, Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Evening Post, 
allows himself to be imposed upon by one of 
Sherman’s lackeys,—Tom Nichol, of Wiscon- 
sin,—who filled him with ridiculous lies about 
the editor of Tur Cuicaco Tripung, of 
which the following is a sample:

CAN POOLS BREAK CONTRACTS?! 
An interesting question retating to the power 
which railroad pools are enabled to exerdise over 
contracts with fast-freight lines is about to be 
tested in the Courts at Indianapolis. For sev- 
eral years it has been charged that some 
of the Indianapolis shippers were fa- 
vored by the White Line in rates. 
Now the matter has been brought to the surface 
by Gibson & Coa., millers, who have brought a 
suit against the Bee Line, Lake Shore, and New 
York Central Railroads, opernting the White 
Line, to recover rebates of shipments under a 
contract alleged to have been made Jan. 1, 1879. 
complainant says that in consideration of 
the plaintiffs shipping their products by the 
White Line they were to e a rebate of 
two cents from the published rates on 
all rates over W cents up to and 
imeluding 2154 ceuts; from 2 to 2 cents, 
the rebate Was to be three cents; and from 26% 
cents upward, four cents; and the contract 
was to last during the year 1879.

PASSENGER RATES REDUCED. 
The lilinois Central and Chicago & Alton Rail- 
road Companies will April 1 reduce their local 
passenger rates in Dlinois to three cents per 
mile. Thisis a reduction of 25 per cent, as the 
eharge is at present four cents per mile. The 
Railroad law of Illinois provides that the roads 
should charge but three cents, but thus far the 
law has been ignored and the roads continued to 
charge four cents. These two roads deserve 
credit for thus voluntarily coming forward and 
reducing the rates to the figures required by 
law. They may at first lose some money on ac- 
count of the reduction, but in the end y will

GRAIN AND COARSE FREIGHTS. 
Grain freights continue quiet and steady at 
the recent decline, though the dem and for ton- 
nage has perceptibly improved. Yesterday two 
charters were reported, the schooner R. B. Hayes 
for 50,000 bushels of corn on a through rate that 
allows the vessel 6 cents per bushel to Buffalo, 
and the schooner Manzanilla for 2.000 bushels 
of corn to Kingston at 10 cents per bushel.

THE WELLAND CANAL. 

The Welland Telegraph says of the work on the 
Welland Canal improvement: Section 34 is 
getting along very quietly. About 300 men are 
at work, and it is the intention of the contractors 
to do enough work this winter so as to 
nearly finish the job in another season. 
On Section 3 a great annoyance 
has been felt in ‘having so much water to 
contend with, the bed of the canal being full of 
springs, insomuch that four or five feet of water 
will come 11 a very few hours. The dry ma- 
sonry work is progressing rapidly, however, and 
the dam is one of the best ever built on the 
whole canal enlargement.“

THE OUTLOOK FOR LUMBER-CAR- 
RIERS. 

The following is clipped from the Detroit 
Free Press: On the whole the tonnage of the 
lakes will be found to be classed up in marine 
registers this spring, instead of eavh vessel be- 
ing a grade lower as has been the case, with 
few exceptions, in the last two or three years. 
The amount of repairing which has been done 
to secure this result is in the aggregate im- 
mense, and its effect upon the lake shipping can 
hardly be estimated. In one way it will be felt 
in ajstrong influence on lumber freights. So 
many vessels are in the fron ore trade for the 
season, and so few vessels have been classed 
down and out of the grain trade, that the 
lumber-carrying,tonna¢e will be increased com- 


ratively little except by new boats built ex- 
— ly for that trade. About the amount of 

mber to go forward there is a lack of reliable 
information, but it seems to be the fact that 
there will at least be as much as last year. 
Hence, paying lumber freights are expected.”

PURE MILK. 


Meeting of the Fox Biver Dairy Club 
at Elgin— Disclosures. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Evan, III., March 25.—The Fox River Dairy 
Club held a meeting to-day at the Court- House 
to hear the report of the Committee appointed 
to visit Chicago with a view of making inquiries 
concerning the prospects for shipping pure milk 
direct to consumers in the city. A verbal report 
was made by Judge Wilcox, Chairman of the 
Committee, and some interesting facts elic- 
ited. It was found that all the leading 
hotels of Chicago bought milk from the deal- 
ers for about Il cents per gallon when the 
same milk cost 12% cents at Elgin. This could 
only be accounted for by the fact that about 
three-fourths of the milk sold in Chicago was 
skimmed and watered. Some of the dealers sold 
several grades of. milk, at prices ranging from 
six cents to two cents per quart, and swill-milk 
was largely used for the cheaper quality, and 
this was adulterated aiso! 

Mr. P. A. Newton and other dealers — 4. — 
the plan of establishing a great central whole- 
sale milk depot in Chi for the purpose of 
selling all the milk from the Fox River Valley. 

The project of shipping pure milk in giass jars 
of one quart rect to consumers was dis- 
eussed and well entertained.

DAVID A. GAGE, 
HE AND HIS BONDSMEN MUST PAY. 

Corporation Counsel Adams received yester- 
day the opinion of the Supreme Court in the 
suit of the city against David A. Gage and his 
bondsmen to recover about $507,000, which he 
failed to turn over to his successor when he went 
out of office in 18738. The following is an abstract 
of the opinion, which was written by Justice 
Sbeldon: 

The Court beld, first, that the sureties by sign- 
ing the bond in blank as to penalty, the name of 
the office, and the names of the sureties, and de- 
livering it to Gage 80 si , clothed him with 
apparent authority to fill up the blanks — 
priately so as to make the instrument a perfect 
one to insure the faithful performance by Gage 
of his official duties. 

The Court held, second, that, even though the 
eity had knowledge that the bond was so signed 
in blank by the sureties, this would not charge 
the vity with the knowledge of any secret un- 
derstanding between Gage and any of the sure- 
ties as to what the penalty of the bond snould 
be. The Court say. the obli was justified in 
8 and acting upon the assumption that 
Gage really the authority with which 
he was 1 mene 4 clothed, Knowledge of the 
unfilled blank for the penalty was but knowl- 
edge of the implied authority to fill it out, and, 
consequently, could be no ground of suspicion 
of the lack of authority. | , 

The Court further held that the provision in 
the charter requiring the Treasurer's bond to be 
filed within fifteen days after the official canvass 
is declared is directory and not mandatory, and 
that if a bond be filed evén after that time and 
accepted and approved by the Council, it is bind- 

on the officer and his sureties. 

e Court further held that the Treasurer’s 
books and reports to the Council and the Con- 
troller, show the balances in his hands from 
time to time, were conclusive upon him and his 
sureties, and could not be contradicted; that it 
was his duty to keep correct books and make 
stated reports to the Council and the Con- 
troller, and that one of the  condi- 
tions of his bond was that he 
should faithfully perform his duties, and the 
sureties could not be heard to allege that he had 
not performed them in this regard, or had made 
false entries. 

The judgment of the Appellate Court is re- 
versed, with directions to the Appellate Court to 
ee un sftirming that of the Circuit 

urt. 

The decision, of course, is not relished by the 
lawyers of the sureties.—Messrs. Dexter, Jewett, 
and Campbell; but what they are going to do 
about it is as yet unsettied, They will probably, 
however, file a petition fora rehearing.

WILLIAMSON COMMITTED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New Yorks, March 2%.—* Gentleman George” 
Williamson reached the Post-Office in this city 
early this morning. At his request he was ac- 
corded an interview with Dr. Dix. Williamson 
expressed penitence, admitted the offense 
charged against him, and asked for mercy. Col. 
Bliss next had a private meeting with the pris- 
oner, and at its close consulted with Dr. Dix, and 
it was decided that a formal complaint should 
be made against Williamson. At noon the fa- 
mous letter-writer was before a Police Justice, 
and an hour later occupied George 
Francis Train’s cell 0 called from 
his long occupancy thereof) in the 
Tombs. The reporters were immediately at 
hand, and Williamson submitted to interviewing 
in the Warden's office. He is a restless, nervous 
man of 39 years, about five feet six inches high, 
with round, slightly flushed face. His eyes are 
light blue, rather sunken, and move restlessly 
as he is talking. Indecision of character and 
impulsive nature are written in every linea- 
ment of his face. He wears short, sandy whis- 
kers and a rather thick mustache. His hair, 
which is abundant round the side of his 
head, is almost completely wanting on 
top- He was nervous and excited during 
the interview, and acted like a man dazed 
and blinded. He began by positively declining 
to admit he had made any confession, and re- 
ferred to Mr. Gayler, who, he said, was a good 
man, and would teli the truth. “It is very 
singular I should be here on such a charge. 
God knows it's remarkable Eshould write at all, 
after having once suffered for the same sort of 
thing.“ Then, seeing his visitor jotting down 
his words, he laughed, and, pointing to his pen- 
cil, said. Oh, I can write as fast as you can. 
I've got a brother-in-law in Ireland who is 
an editor, and Tve written many edi- 
torials for him. Don’t you know I'm a 
good fellow at heart? Then, suddenly turning 
to another topic, he said: “Did you know Dr. 
Dix called to see me? We had quite a chat to- 
gether. It seemed almost like old times to look 
on the face of the good Doctor. Remember 
this: I'm very sorry for whatever has occurred, 
no matter who has done it. The Doctor was 
very polite, but couldn’t be otherwise than that, 
you know. He asked me if I had anything 
against him, and I told him no. Lord 
bless me flaughing], how could [I have 
anything against the good Dr. Dix? He never 
did anything to hurt me. He was my old pastor, 
and I wouldn't harm him for the world. It's 
terrible to be in here, isn’t it? Idon’t under- 
stand it at all.” 

“ What was your motivein writing these an- 
noying letters te a person you say you reverence 
so much?” 

I haven't said I wrote them, you know. I can’t 
understand it at all. There must be something 
wrong up here (touching his forehead), Ihavea 
perfect mania for writing letters; am not easy 
unless writing, and I tell you Iam a pretty good 
writer. I could discount some of your editorial 
writers in New York. This mania has ruined 
me now socially. My trouble in London would 
never have been known here but for this new 
trouble, and now all my friends will go back on 
me. I don't know what prompted me to do it, 
but I have not been well since I had typhoid 
fever, three years ago. I suppose deviltry is all 
that prompts me to write so many letters, but 
I'm sure I never meant to harm any one.“ 

“ Were you in need of money when you wrote 
to Dr. Dix that $1,500 would relieve you?”’ 

“No: that idea of biackmailing is all nonsense. 
If I had seriously wanted money I should have 
paid some attention to the ‘personal’ with 
which my letter was answered. It was all in 
fun. I don’t know why I selected Dr. Dix, if I 
did select him, but I suppose because he was a 
prominent man, and I saw my way to have some 
rich sport. I have not been well off for the last 
few years, it is true, but then a man with only $5 
in his pocket is too well off to 
be driven to blackmail. I have no 
business at present, but was on my way to Chi- 
cago to look for work when they arres me. 1 
have enough to live on without blackmailing, 
though I am not near so well off as repre- 


sented. 

When asked if he had fulfilled his threat of 
being present at Dr. Dix’s house on the day of 
the last raid, he said: “I was there; Do you 
remember how it snowed and rained. It 
was a rough day, but I enjpyed the 
excitement. I walked the square iu Twenty- 
fifth street, Sixth avenue, and Twenty- 
sixth street all the morning, and saw lots 
of visitors call on the Doctor. If they had only 
let me alone I should have gone to Chicago, and 
trey might never have heard of me again.”’ 

‘Williamson’s case will be presented to the 
Grand Jury Monday. Col. Bliss, who ig Dr. Dix's 
counsel, says the latter will do nothing to shield 
the pest from punishment. He does not be- 
lieve Williamson is crazy, at least not crazy 
enou to escape criminal responsibility. He 
added: He is very sorry because he knows he 
is to be punished. I understand he is 
an old hand at this business, and it 
is said he ts a thief as well. I am told he was 
caught in an attempt to steal a valuable dia- 
mond ring from a friend in England before his 
public trouble there, and escaped punishment 
through the mistaken clemency of his friend. 
Williamson’s friends are reported 2 wey His 
brother is an active officer of one of the larges 
manufactu establishments in the country, 
and he himself was delegate to the last Episco- 

al Diocesian Convention of the West Diocese of 
— His previous character as a let- 
ter-writer cannot be used against him, but I 
think we have ample evidence without that to 
convict him of the crime charged.“ 

The fact was to-day disclosed that the Rev. Dr 
Reylance, ot St. Mark's Church, was another vic- 
tim of Williamson, who personated a brother in 
his letters. He will now have a rest in his corre- 
spondence. :

HIS LIFE IN PITTSBURG.

PrrrsBuRG, Pa., March 25.—The case hf Eugene 
F. Williamson, the persecutor of the, Rev. Dr. 
Dix and others in New York, and ho is now 
under arrest in that city, has been the, principal 
topic of conversation in society circlks here to- 
day. In many respects he is a remarkable man. 
He is master of several languages reading, 
writing, and speaking all of them fluently. His 
literary ventures have been far mae preten- 
tious than was indicated by your co pondent 
last night. His published works so f known 
com prise three volumes of poetry 
and two dramas, all of show- 
ing that the author possesses fine 
literary ability. These books were published at 
his own expense and distributed among his per- 
sonal friends in Pittsburg and elsewhere, none 
of them being put on the market. In 1862 or 
1863 he was an attaché of the Confederate Lega- 
tion at Paris, and subsequently was private 
secretary to J. G. M. Mason. He came here 
about five years ago from Maine, of which State 
he isanative. Heclaims to be related to the 
Fairfaxes and several other distinguished fami- 
lies of the Old Dominion. He has a sister resid- 
ing in Allegheny City, and a brother in the 
East End. Soon after his arrival here he ob- 
tained employment from Elliott Bros., florists, 
where he remained only a short time. He then 
sought and obtained a position in the National 
Tube- Works at McKeesport, this county, where 
he manifested a very high degree of business 
ability. About a year ago he left here on a trip 
to Florida and other parts of the South, since 
which time nothing of special interest has been 
heard concerning bim until his arrest in 
Baltimore.

THE INTERVIEW WITH DIX. 

New York, March 2%.—When Dr. Dix left 
“Gentleman George ana “ High-Churchman” 
to-day, he said he did not at first recognize Will- 
iamson, but after talking with him for a while, 
he discovered that Williamson was, about nine 
years ago, a Sunday-school teacher in Trinity 
Chapel, which position he left under a cloud. 
When asked if he thought the man was in- 
sane, he said he could not tell, as that 
was a matter for experts. Wiiliamson ap- 
peared to be full of penitence. He begged 
for mercy, saying that his course was at an end 
and he was ruined; that if hecould only get 
clear he would leave the country. “So farasI 
can see, the Doctor said, bis request is gen- 
uine. He is a man of more than ordinary intel- 
ligence, and has written and published a book of 
poetry. His mother, who is 75 years of age, is 
still living, and he has a married sister and 
brother, but [donot know where theyare. I 
am glad the thing is at an end. It is, indeed, a 

relief to me. Thereis note how far 
has carried this work, for it was only yester- 
day that I received a note from a clergyman in 
the Far West who said that he too had received 
a personal letter from the same 88 party ie 
it was in no wise connected with me. It will 
impossible totell how long it will be before 
all these letters come in. In my con- 
versation with him he made a clean 
breast of it, and expressed the deepest 
regret, and I don’t think Lever before meta 
tog who seemed so truly sorry for his wrong- 
oing.
